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ADVISORY ACTION 

Regarding the 35. U.S.C. 112 first paragraph, the Examiner understands from the 
previous arguments that invention teaches how the power of the motor generator and the motor 
could be calculated and the sum of the two values could be determined to be greater than or 
equal to zero. The teaching of the application suggests that a power generated by a motor could 
be zero. It is well known that the only time a power generated by a motor could achieve a value 
of zero is when the motor/generator is turned off. Thus, it is found by the examiner that the 
teaching is not enabling to one having ordinary skill in the art 

Regarding claim rejection of claims 14-15, 18-20, 24-25 and 28-30, the rejection 
set forth in the earlier office action is maintained. The applicant relied on claim language "further 
charging the capacitor after the precharging is completed, as recited in the 'second step 1 in the 
claims." It is a common knowledge in the art that precharging and charging are similar methods. 
Precharging is one form of charging. The clams fail to show what makes the precharging step 
any different from the charging step. Hence, the examiner has maintained the previous rejection 
as the argument is not persuasive enough to overcome the above cited deficiency. Remember, 
Examiner's rejection is based on the claims as presented in which the references used relate to 
the current invention..
